tion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Secretary, he said, was neither the 
agent of the Bank, nor o f Congress, nor the 


deportment and person;— he is the most mod­ 
est man in the Senate, and just about the 
height of and size of Napoleon when he folded 
his arms upon his breast, before he had to 
balance himself by placing them behind him. 
Though the day was stormy, the Senate 
was crowded at an early hoar, almost to suf­ 
focation.

Comm ent.— Tiiul the m otion to inquire into 
the condition o f the deposit Hanks, in this 
city, originated in the Sem ite, from a g en tle­ 
m an o f that body, lately, if not now , the reg ­ 
ular attorney ol the Bunk, we have every re a ­ 
son to believe—and we presum e the writer in 
the Daily has no doubt o f the correctness of 
this belief. 
In regard to the specie in the B ranch in 
this city on the first instant, we simply stated 
Lite condition of the B ranch , we asked no 
questions why it did or did not disco u n t— we 
left it for bankers to decide as to its ability to 
discount. T h e correctness of our statem en t is 
not denied, we perceive— we do not blame the 
directors. 
W e have said so before, and have 
borne testim ony to their personal w orth.— 
T h ey are ordered by Mr Biddle, at whose fiat 
they became directors, on whose breath their 
official existence depends, lo hoard, and they 
m ust hoard — we do not blame them ; we only 
object to the institution w hich can work upon 
us with such m achinery.

less ilte Secretary of the Treasury shall at any j 
tim e otherwise order and direct."

T h e riirht is distinctly re- ^ 
served to the Secretary to direct the deposits j 
to be placed elsew here, at an y time and for 
any cause, and this is part and parcel o f the 
contract. 
T h e friends o f the B an k retreat 
from th is view of the subject, and contend 
th a t the P resid en t had no legal power to re­ 
m ove M r D u an e, w ho bud refused to remove j 
the deposits— on this point we reier to the 
opinion of M r C alhoun, in his late uble argu- i 
m en t against the removal of the deposites.
